I V. That the Comaiffioners be impowred to examine all treacherous dealings that may be alledged © iſto .y that were tntruſted by the 
Parliament or their Cummittces as Co:mmiſſhoners there, when Collonell Lidcor was fent thithcr { fiuch hawtn't nobunefat of the Articles of 
Surrender) and todcale with them (upon Evidence ) as ſhall ſtand with Right and Realon, 

Y. That the ſaid Commiſſioners may have power tocxamine all wronzs and ſufferings which the well-itleeted of the Ifland have under- 
gone fo: their affetions tothe Parjiament, ſince che beginning of the Wars of Engiant; And toraimuch as by the Articles granted at the 
Reducement of Altaterguretiand Elina Caltles, the Delinquents capabic of their betnfit are rot to bee queltioned for having received the 
Rents and Revenucs of tuch as hay e alway es adbered to the Parlament : Yea, althcugh they have recon ed ticm over ſince the yearc I6,42.

V III. That in caſe the Parliamunt thinke fit to continue the number of Souldicrs now in the land, that hey may receive their pay, and 
Billetted, according to the Acts and Rules of Parliament tor the ſamc,and not be upon Frec-quarter or tn private houlcs, as at preſent they are, 
to the heavy burthcning of the people, and which if not timely remedied will prove their totall rune ; The care whereot 1s humbly offered 
to be referred to the wildomes of the {aid Commiſſioners. | | 

IX. That ſeeing it is credibly informed that there arc ſeverall Pyrates and Pickeroons that datly roves ut the faid Ifland, and have 
ſince its redudtion taken ſev rall Veſſells of the inhabitants,to their great -Joſſe and darnage z And to the end f* h Piractes, and Robbcrics " 
hereafter be prevented : Itis further humbly propoted, That rwo {mall Fripots may ſpeedily be appointed to xue thither to endeavour by all 
poſſible means the hinderance of the fame, and in caſe the Parliament have not the conveniency of ſending ſich Frigots from hence, it may 
pleate them to impower the ſaid Commiſſioners to ſet forth out of the ſaid Iſland ſuch Veſſels of Warfit for that Expedition,as they ſhal think | 
neceſſary; further impowering them to detray the charges of the ſane out of the Pubtique Revenues , Compoſitions, and Forteitures of the 
Delinquents Eftates of the ſaid Ifland. | |
